Practically all of the ninety general 
chairmen of the federated shop crafts, 
composing the policy committee, had 
arrived here Sunday, 

At the same hour the peace meet- 
ing is scheduled, President Bert M. 
Jewell and other shop leaders will be 
jn court where, as an argument for 
making the temporary § injunction 
against the strikers permanent, the 
government will produce thousands of 
documentary exhibits in an attempt 
to prove that violence in the strike 
has been due to the way in which it 
has been conducted. Several truck- 
loads of evidence, collected by the 
government since the strike started 
and which is said to cover almost 
every violent death, every instance 
of property destruction on railroads.

EVACUATION 
IS COMPLETE. 

Paris, September 10.—The Greek 
evacuation of Smyrna has been com- 
pleted, says a dispatch to the Havas 
agency from Athens. The dispatch 
adds that M. Theotokis, the Greek 
high commissioner in Smyrna, is mo- 
mentarily expected to arrive in 
Athens. ‘ 

A dispatch to tk? Havas agency 
from Athens dated Sunday says that 
M. Kalogeropoulas has abandoned the 
task of forming a new Greek cabinet: 
and that King Constantine has re- 
quested former Minister of the Inte- 
rior Triantafillakos to assume _ the 
task. 


IN UGLY MOOD.

All the mem- 
bers of the high commission, headed 
by .M. Stergiadis, are on board the 
British battleship Iron Duke. 


The Greek army has been hopeless- 
ly beaten. The occupation of Smyr- 
na is expected tonight or Sunday. 

Mustapha Kemal Pasha, the Turk- 
ish nationalist leader, has established 
headquarters at Kassaba. He has in- 
vited the allied and American consuls 
to proceed there with the purpose of 
arranging the taking over of the city 
with a minimum of disorder. The 
meeting was fixed for 2 o'clock this 
afternoon in Kassaba. 


Hostilities End. 

Hostilities ceased today. WNazilli, 
Aiden dnd other towns were burned. 
The greatest of confusion reigns in 
Smyrna. A wireless dispatch broad- 
casted by the Angora government an- 
nounces to all the complete amnihila- 
tion of the Greek army. Greek 
headquarters has been transferred to 
Chesme, opposite the island of Mity- 
lene. The Greek troops are being 
rapidly evacuated by vessels. 

The allies have published a proc- 
lamation in Smyrna urging the popo- ; 
lation to maintain order. It promises 
that the allies will secure guarantees ; 
for the protection of the minorities. 
The allied assurances, however, have 
not had any .iect on the terrorized 
population, The Greek patriarch

. Washington, September 10.—Oppo- 
sition by Senator McKinley, republic- 
an, Illinois, to Henry Ford’s offer 
for the development of the Muscle 
Shoals federal power project was de- 
clared today by Gray Silver, Wash- 
ington representative of the American 


farm Bureau federation, to be found- | 


ed on a “life long association” with 
the development of public utilities 
from which he had been unable to 
divorce his mind. Mr. Silver's state- 
ment was contained in a letter to the 


senator in reply to the latter’s expres- 
sion on the Muscle Shoals question 
made public early in Augusta. 

Policies advocated by the senator 
reflected bis former association with 
the public service corporations, the 
letter said, and were based, not on a 
program of furnishing cheap power, 
but on one of obtaining for the Mus- 
cle Shoals power “all that the public 
is able to pay.” Mr. Silver inform- 
edi the senator that the federation 
proposed development of the proper- 
ties to supply power at the lowest 
possible cost and favored a program 
that woud result directly or indirect- 
ly in benefits to the entire peo- 
ple. The statements made by the 
senator, the letter added, did not in- 
dicate that his policies would produce 
such results. Mr. McKinley's plan 
of selling the power at the dam would 
mean unquestionably that it would be 
turned over to the Alabama Power 
company, the letter asserted, and add- 
ed that such an arrangement would 
not be helpful to anybody except the 
distributing company and the finan- 
cial. interests “who would make 
enormous profits on this basis.’’ The 
letter advanced the argument also that 
if the McKinley proposals were car- 
ried out no fertilizer would be manu- 
factured because of the high price 
of the power. 

“The policy you suggest,” the letter 
continued, “would place such a high 
' price on this power that it could not 
practicably be used for the manufac- 
ture of fertilizer, and you advocate 
the sale of the power at the high 
prices instead of using it to secure 
a cheap factor in production.” 

Several statements by the senator 
nz to the meaning of sections of the 
lord offer were denied by Mr. Silver’s 
letter, which added: 

“T can appreciate also that from 
your point of view the amortization 
feature of the Ford proposal is wnde- 


sirable, in that in the end of the lease. 


period there are no bonda outstand- 
ing against this great develonment 
and consequently the power is released 
from paying an interest burden on 
money which under the old system of 
development would necessarily he se- 
enred from the great financial inter- 


ests and which would be a perpetual) 


burden on the people. Under this 
amortization plan. however, the enst 
of the power at the end of the lease 
period is reduced to the cost of main- 
tenance, depreciation an operation.”

NUMBER OF FAILURES 
SMALLER LAST WEEK 


For the five-day business week 
caused by the observance of Labor 
day in the United States, a smaller 
number of failures was reported to R. 
G. Dun & Co. by each ‘of the four 
sections, and the total for this week 
was 329, as against 376 last week, 
The five-day week a year ago had 285 
defaults. 

The insolvencies with liabilities of 
$5,000 or more in each case did not 
decrease proportionately; the number 
of these defaults was 218, which was 
66.2 per cent of the total, whereas in 
in the previous week, the 223 similar 
failures were 56.3 per cent of the to- 
tal. The corresponding figures for 
the same week of last year were 141 
defaults and 49.4 per cent. 

Canada’s failures decreased from 67 
last week to 59 this week; a year & 
they totaled 42 . Insolvencies involv- 
ing $5,000 or more in each instance 
numbered 29 this week, decline of 1 
from the previous week’s figure, 


COMMODITY PRICE 
LIST TRENDING UP 


Although’ not particularly active, 
the wholesale commodity markets con- 
tinue to display a well defined up- 
ward tendency, there being 50 ad- 
vances in the 839 Fe Peg received 
this week by Dun’s Review, as against 
16 recessions. In last week’s state 
ment 38 increases compared with 28 
declines, while in a similar compari- 
son for the corresponding week a 
year ago 37 out of 73 changes were in 
a downward direction. 

The grain markets moved irregular- 
ly, with fluctuations confined to a 
somewhat narrow range, but support 
was derived from a liberal export de- 
mand, and the general trend of ail 

roducts was upward. In live meats, 

eef was fairly steady, demand being 

well up to supplies, but heavy offer- 
ings had a depressing effect on sheep 
and hogs, Aside from lard, which 
was active and strong, provisions were 
weak, reflecting the reactionary con- 
ditions in the raw materials. Butter 
was firm and displayed considerable 
strength, although the recent advance 
had tended to curtail consumption. A 
similar situation prevailed in the case 
of eggs, but, while moderate conces- 
sions were made in some quatters, 
dealers, as a rule, had no trouble in 
finding buyers at full prices when the 
quality was up to requirements. 
Cheese was quiet, but practically un- 
changed. 

Influenced by curtailed output in’ 
the face of an active demand from 
consumers and the rising cost of pro- 
duction, practically all kinds of iron 
and steel continue to advance, while 
the minor metals are firm and in 
some instances tending towards a 
higher level.. Easier conditions in 
raw cotton have caused an easier feel- 
ing in the gotton goods markets, but 
prices. generally hold firm and no im- 
portant changes have been announced. 
There is less activity in hides, but 
the undertone is strong and a Steady

Bovine tuberculosis is acquired 
chiefly from milk from tuberculous 
cows. One-tenth of all cattle slaugh- 
tered for food in Holland have tuber- 
culosis; 16 per cent of beef cattle in 
Berlin have tuberculosis;-2 or 3 per 
cent of the'cattle killed for food in 
Pennsylvania has tuberculosis. Raw 
market milk in most cities in this 
country may contain bovine tuberculo- 
sis bacilli. Pasteurization destroys 
these bacilli. Milk from tuberculin 
tested herds-is free from such possi- 
ble contamination. 

The lymph canal drainage from all 
the lymph nodes of the neck is direct- 
ly into the jugular vein an thence into 
the right side of the heart and the 
lungs. 80 if tubercle bacilli thus enter 
the circulation they are pretty sure 
to lodge in the, lungs. But this is a 
very rare happéning, notwithstanding 
the frequency of tuberculosis of the 
neck “glands.”

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS- 

New York, September 10.—With 
soft coal production reaching satis- 
factory levels and with the hard ‘ket’ 


strike practically settled, interest-in' 
business and financial circles has 
centered during the past week in the 
extent of industrial recovery and the 
prospects for fall _ business.

With.a continued restriction of fuel 
and car supplies, however, the trade 
is moderate in its anticipations. A 
return to a’ sixty per cent basis this 
fall is considered more likely than 
a ful] recovery to the 75 per cent 
basis reached in the early summer. 
Opinions differ as to the probable 
duration of existing higher’ steel 
prices. but most observere. consider 
six months an i. oe allowance.

Reports on the railroad traffic 
movement continued to be‘ reasonably 
satisfactory. The. latest available 
returns, those for the week ended 
August 26, show total loadings of 
891,000 cars, a figure which tops

Leader -of Women 
V oters Will Visit 
In Fifteen States 


BY MRS. MAUDE PARK, 
President of the National League -of 
Women Voters.. 

Washington, September 10.-—The 


general officers of ‘the National League 
of Women Voters have work to do 
which in certain respects resembles 
that of a presiding elder. Each of 
them has a_district—-the country is 
divided into five such districts—and are 
expected to visit local leagues in or- 
der to keep one unit informed of what 
other units are doing and to solve, 
now and then. minor difficulties which 
are less accurately seen in perspective 
than close at hand. 

Visits this autumn to leagues in 
fifteen states will give me a wider un- 
derstanding of how the women of the 
country are handling the problems of 
their new citizenship, what is needed 
to make their work more effective, and 
in Just what ways the experience of 
one league can be made helpful to 
another, 

I feel very strongly that local prob- 
lems must not be neglected for ques- 
tions of national significance, but I 
feel also that the league cannot suc- 
cessfully continue its work of edu- 
cation unless there can be standard-’ 
ization of method which the consider- 
ation of national questions alone af- 
fords; We are new to the work of 
politics, but already certain of our 
methods are standardized. Almost 
every candidate in the elections of the 
year has received or will receive a 
questionnaire and his replies will be 
published without comment. When it 
was first used, this method of finding 
out what. every candidate stands for 
was criticized in many places. Cer-
